RUSSIAN TOWN THE SCENE 


Socialist Agitators Fire From a House 


on a Force of Reservists and Vol- 
leys Are 
Returned With 
Deadly 


Effect — Ten 
Persons Killed and 


More Than Fifty Wounded. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 4.—In the- en- 


counters of Sent. 1 near Tiflis 11 Cos- 
sacks, S."> Tartars and 10 Armenians 
were killed. Cossacks and Armenians 
fought together against the Tartars. 


Rioting occurred at Libau. A dis- 


patch from that city says: "The de- 
parture of reservists was marked by 
Socialist rioting, in which 10 persons 
were killed and 50 wounded. The agi- 
tators fired from a house upon the 
military, who replied with a volley. 
The cavalry then charged, using their 
sabers on the crowd. A detachment 
of troops stormed the house from 
from which the shots were fired. One 
policeman was killed and several sol- 
diers were 
wounded. 
Twenty-one 


wounded persons were taken to the 
hospital. The reservists did not an- 
ticipate that rioting would occur. 
They had just been entertained by the 
city and were accompanied by their 
wives and children. There were many 
innocent victims, women being in- 
cluded among them." 


The emperor telegraphs General 


Linevitch as follows: 


"The negotiations at Portsmouth 


led, on Aug. 19, to a refusal of the de- 
mands of the Japanese government 
regarding the cession of the island of 
Sakhalin, the demand for war indem- 
nity, the surrender of our ships lying 
n neutral harbors, and the limitation 
of our forces in the waters of the Pa- 
cific ocean. After further negotiations 
Japan, on Aug. 29. yielded all our con- 
ditions, but asked for the return of 
that portion of Sakhalin occupied by 
Japanese *roops, which is the part 
held by Japan until 1875 and then 
ceded by treaty to Russia. 


"The self-sacrificing army so dear 


to me withstood assault of a numer- 
ically si'.perior enemy in Manchuria 
ste by step during 19 months, obsti- 
nately repulsing his advance. Under 
your leadership the army was reor- 
ganized and strengthened by the ar- 
rival of troops from. Russia, and it is 
now greater in numbers and stronger 
than ever before. It was not only pro- 
posed to ward off the enemy, but also 
to inflict upon him an important de- 
feat. 


"I and all Russia believe in the 


strength of iny glorious army and in 
its readiness to sacrifice itself, but 
my duty to my conscience and the 
people entrusted to me by God com- 
mands me not to again put to the test 
the honor of men so dear to my heart 
and not to expose them to fresh and 
endless horrors of war in order to re- 
tain half of a remote island which 
Japan ceded to us in 187-5, and I have 
therefore accepted the preliminary 
peace conditions. 


"The Russian troops have repeated- 


ly proved during this sanguinary con- 
flict valor and self-sacrifice. Convey 
this to my dear army. May it know 
that I and Russia value the sacrifices 
which it has made in this severe war."

this afternoon of the "Treaty of Ports 
mouth." The ceremony, which wa 
brief, was performed without a hitch 
Besides the plenipotentiaries, only As 
sistant Secretary Peirce, representing 
the president; Governor McLane. tb 
mayor of Portsmouth, Admiral Mead 
and Commander \VinbIow were present 
After the signing the members o 
the Russian mission went to Chris 
Episcopal church, Portsmouth, where 
a Te Deum service was held. The 
Russian orthodox bishop at New York 
accompanied by 20 priests and abou 
70 choristers, arrived here last even 
ing on a special train. 


The service at Christ church was 


conducted jointly by Rev. C.'Le V 
Brine, the 
rector, and Archbishop 


Hotevitsky of St. Nicholas church 
New York. The festal even song was 
intoned by Father Brine, after which 
there was a solemn Te Deum. 


Baron Komura said that he was very 


much satisfied with the result of the 
peace conference, adding that whai 
has been done here had been for the 
best interests of Russia and Japan. 
He attached no importance to the tele 
gram fi om Lidziapudze saying that the 
Russians were apprehensive of a Jap 
anese attack 
He regarded it as sim- 


ply an indication of the natural nerv- 
ousness and tension that existed on 
both sides, and said he should not be 
surprised if a similar telegram came 
from the Japanese lines. 


Baron Komura, Mr. Takahira and 


the members of the Japanese mission 
held a reception in the ballroom of the 
hotel. It was an exceedingly pleasant 
affair, marked by the most friendly 
exchanges between the Russians and 
Japanese. Governor Johnson McLane 
and his staff, Rear Admiral Mead and 
the naval officers in the harbor, the 
newspaper correspondents and all the 
hotel guests were present 
In the 


midst of the gaiety M. Witte and 
Baron De Rosen, accompanied by the 
baroness and followed by the Russian 
suite, entered the room and paid their 
respects to the hosts. The greetings 
and exchanges between the erstwhile 
foes were very cordial. 


M. Witte and the members of his 


suite will leave for New York at 9 
o'clock Wednesday morning. Baron 
Komura. before going to Oyster Bay, 
will visit Harvard, his alma mater.

KILLED BY CARS 


EDWARD WRIGHT FOUND DEAD 


BY B. & 0. TRACKS IN OUT- 


SKIRTS OF CITY. 


Had Visited His Brother Here and 


Was Returning Home When He 


Fell Beneath Wheels. 


Edward Wright, a well known ma- 


chinist living at Mt. Vernon. and an 
employe of the Cooper foundry in that 
city, met an almost instant death un- 
der the wheels of a B. & O. train some 
time Sunday night. His mangled body 
was found along the tracks near the 
North street crossing, North Newark, 
by the train ciew of No. 99. 


Wright, whose brother, 
Chauncey 


Wright, runs a saloon on

street, has been in the city and was 
about to return home. It is thought 
that he attempted to ride a fi .ght 
train to lit. Vernon and in some man- 
ner was .struck by B. & 0. fast line 
No. 8.

Japanese Army Reported Dissatisfied 


With the Peace Pact. 


ACTIVITY NOTED AT FRONT 


Attack Ma-de by Troops Upon a Proces- 


sion of Jewish Workingmen at Kish- 
ineff—Fifty Dead at Baku as a Re- 
sult of the Conflict Between Strikers 
and Soldiers—Incendiary Fires. 


St Petersburg, Sept. 5.—A dispatch 


'rom Lidziapudze, Manchuria, says: 
The Japanese are continuing prepara- 
tions for a battle. This has caused 
astonishment coming at the moment 
when the peace treaty is on the eve of 
being signed at Portsmouth. The Rus- 
sian advance posts report that the Jap- 
anese troops are very much dissatis- 
ied with the peace agreement. 


During the progress at Kishineff of 


a funeral procession* of Jewish work- 
ngmen following the body of a poor 
woman who had beetf'killed by roughs, 
shots were suddenly - heard and the 
(recession was charged by troops and 
police. Many of the workmen were 
wounded and 50 of them were arrested, 


everal are missing and are supposed 
o have been killed. The officers -de- 
lined to give any explanation of the 
cause of the occurrence, and refused 
o allow sympathizers ' with wounded 
men to accompany 'them to the hos- 
pitals. The Jewish hospital is sur- 
ounded by soldiers, and patrols are 
tationed at central points in the town. 
Ireat alarm prevails 


The Russian ministry of the inter- 


or estimate that 50 persons were kill- 
id during the fighting at Baku. Cau- 
:asia. with a relatively large number 
f wounded. Corpses are lying about 
he streets, and incendiary fires have 
Iready destroyed 151 buildings. Both 
actions, after the former disorders, 
upphed themselves fully with arms, 
nd they are now almost as well equip- 
ed for street fighting as the troops, 
'he situation not only at Baku, but 
Iso throughout the Caucasus, has 
een exceedingly tense lor weeks. The 
isorders at Shusha had just ceased 
hen the streetcar strike at Baku fur- 
ished the occasion for another out- 
reak. 
The encounters look place betwee» 
le troops and the striking Armenian 
mployes of the street- railroads, the 
ositions of the latter having been 
lied by soldiers. The disorders com- 


menced SeiH. 2. 


MAIL HEN MEET 


Duluth, Minn., Sept. 5—The steamei 


Gilchrost reached port this mornin 
From the wreckage found it was fear 
ed she had shared the fate of many 
other steamers wrecked in the gale. 


Duluth, Minn., Sept. 5.—Eighteen or 


20 lives were lost and property valued 
at half a million dollars was destroyed 
in the furious storm which swept over 
Lake Superior. The gale was the most 
destructive to lake shipping that has 
been experienced in many years. Be- 
sides the wreck of the steel steamer 
Sevonla, which broke in two on Sand 
Island reef, seven of the crevr losing 
their lives, it is now known that two 
more ships were lost with their entire 
crews. 
One of these is the schooner 


Pretoria of Bay City, Mich., the largest 
sailing ship on fresh water, and carry- 
ing a crew of eight men. The other is 
believed to be the schooner Olive 
Jeanette, which carried a crew of 
seven men. The Pretoria broke loose 
from the steamer that was towing her 
during the storm, and sank east of the 
outer island of the Apostle group, 
about 100 miles from Duluth. Five of 
the crew were drowned. 
The Olive 


Jeanette, it is believed, went to the 
bottom about 10 miles from Portage 
entry. A mass of wreckage was sight 
ed by the steamer Juniata near that 
point, and although the identity of the 
ship has not been completely estab- 
lished, there seems little doubt that it 
was the Olive Jeanette. This schooner 
was in tow of the steamer L. R Doty 
when the latter vessel was lost, with 
her entire crew, on Lake Michigan a 
few years ago. 


The storm at times reached the pro- 


portions of a hurricane, and the 
stanchest new steel vessels -were 
forced to run for shelter in a more or 
less battereAcondition. The new steel 
steamer Stackhouse arrived at the Soo 
on her first trip with her hatch cover 
so badly sprung that water poured con- 
tinually into the hold. One of the crew 
was washed overboard. The terrific 
battering the steel steamers received 
in the storm gives rise to the greatest 
fears for the safety of many wooden 
ships which have not yet reported, and 
the record of destruction may reach 
much greater proportions than the 
present estimates. The monetary val- 
ue of the Sevonia is placed at $170,000, 
while that of the Pretoria is estimated 
at $150,000. 


The latest -report from the wrecked 


Sevonia gives seven drowned. Captain 
McDonald. First Mate Darwin, second 
mate (name not known), two wheel- 
men and two sailors. The small boat 
with five persons which was thought 
to be lost reached land and all are 
safe.
